They are to arrive early next 


month when the British ambas- 
sador to Italy, Sir Percy Loralne, 
also is expected in London.

STAND OF ALLIED NATIONS IN 


CONNECTION WITH RUSSIANS 


By HEWITT MACKENZIE 


Britain's detention of the Rus- 
sian ships In the Pacific for search, 
over Soviet protest, combines with 
the French demand for the recall 
of Muscovite Ambassador Surlts lo 
form a pattern of increasing allied 
firmness towards the bolshevlsts. 


In fact 
these evidences of a 


hardening policy are such strong 
mustard 
that it is Justifiable to 


Interpret them as in the nature 
of a warning—almost one of those 
knock-that-chlp-off-my-shoulder af- 
fairs. 


Further confirmation that Eng- 


land and France are turning the 
searchlight 
on'- the 
bolshevlsts 


comes from London this morning 
In the news that the allies are 
arranging 
immediate 
consulta- 


tions which will pay much atten- 
tion to Russia's position. 


It would be going too far to 


suggest that the allies would like 
to draw Russia into the war so 
that they could 'get a crack at 
the bolshevists along with nazls. 
That IB a situation which would 
offer some advantages, and the 
allies would appear to have been 
playing about with the Idea ever 
since the red invasion of Finland. 


Still, while the present purpose 


of the Anglo-French brotherhood 
would seem to be to push Russia 
back into a greater degree of neu- 


trality, I believe we can at least 
assume that they havu passed the 
point where the ' uro experiencing 
real anxiety to keep tho reds out 
of the war. 


That it to say, tho allies are 


prepared to accept with equani- 
mity what fate brings—Russia in 
the conflict, or Russia out. This 
would explain the strength of the 
warning signals 
now being dis- 


played to Moscow. • 


If Russia would withdraw tox ab- 


solute neutrality, it might 
well 


suit the allied program. But as 
between a Russia which is serving 
Germany, and a Russia actually in 
the war, there are arguments In 
favor of the latter position. 


Were RusBia actually in the con- 


flict she not only would be unable 
to provide nazidom with supplies 
but would be burning up her own 
resources. 
The allies also would 


have an excuse to try to capture 
the rich soviet oil • wells In 
the 


Baku 
region—petroleum 
upon 


which Hitler Is banking much for 
war purposes. 


This i hardened attitude toward 
the Soviet also would seem to 
be intended as a tip to Mussolini 
not to- throw hU weight too hard 
on Hitler1* aide, and not to sub- 
scribe to Der Fuehrer's project for 
a triple entente comprising Italy, 
Germany and RuiiU,

Appearing before the house ag- 
ricultural committee, Wallace de- 
scribed as "a highly desirable ob- 
jective" the measure's proposal to 
reduce 
federal

to three per cent. 
Land bank loans, first mort- 
gage paper, are now 3 1-2 pel- 
cent. 
Commissioner of 
second 
mortgage loans are four per cent. 
The agriculture secretary 
also 
approved provisions for reamor- 
tizing- outstanding land bank and 
commissioner loans and for the 
•caling down of loan principal 
in cases where loans exceed the 
value of the land. 
Likewise, he endorsed the prin- 


ciple of 
variable 
repayment of 
loans, under 
which 
repayment 
would be adjusted to the farm- 
er's economic condition at 
the 
time. 
His approval also was given to 
abolition of a requirement that 
borrowers must take out fire per 
cent of their 
loans in federal 
land bank stock. 
On the other hand, Wallace ex- 


pressed 
"some concern" over a 
provision to abolish personal re- 
sponsibility of borrowers. 
Under this section of the meas- 
ure, borrowers 
could wipe out 
their indebtedness by 
deeding 
over their property to the land 
bank even though the • value of

WORLD AWAITING ONE KING* 


Present Upheaval Points to Ultimate Sway of 


One Whose Right It Is to Rule—Staggering 
Claims and Promise of Jesus—Relaying the 
Big Idea.

These aro days to hold fast to 


one's sense of humor. We shall 
think stralghter If we laugh often- 
er. There Is enough that is ridi- 
culous in the world scene to save 
us from being wholly overcome by 
the stupidity and tragedy of it all. 
Funny, as well as fearsome, are 
the little dictators who strut across 
the day's stage. 
Puny, pathetic, 
pathological little Adolph; clumsy 
and saturnine Stalin; mouthing 
and posturing Mussolini, and half 
a 
dozen 
small-scale 
imitators, 


surely must afford amusement to 
the high heavens. 
A comforting 
scripture for the day is, "He that 
sitteth in the heavens shall laugh." 
Consider how often God has seen 
their like "strut their stuff" for a 
brief day. 


Against these inflated pygmies, 


behold arising the figure of a pale 
Peasant, homeless, penniless, with 
scars on His side and in His hands 
and feet, calmly declaring to a lit- 
tle company of scarcely credulous 
friends on a lonely mountain-side, 
"All authority hath been given un- 
to Me in heaven and on earth." 
That staggering statement be- 
gan the ever-expanding sway of 
the one Dictator whose power is 
greater today than it was a cen- 
tury—five centuries, ten centuries, 
eighteen centuries—ago. The phe- 
nomenon gives us pause. We draw 
a long breath, and take a long 
look at the stately stepping of the 
Son of Man; and we cry, with Ju- 
lian the Apostate, "O pale Gali- 
lean, Thou hast conquered." 
History's Major Mystery 


Thoughtfully! we ponder 
the 


theme, It is history's major mys- 
tery, the wonder of all time. The 
growth of the kingdom of Christ 
has no human parallel. Without 
an army, or a political organiza- 
tion, or notable backing, and in re- 
liance upon the testimony of a 
few common men 
and 
women, 


made uncommon by His authority 
and His Spirit, Jesus has steadily 
extended His sway over all depart- 
ments of life. 
Today His cross, 
the emblem of His apparent de- 
feat, is the commonest and most 
potent symbol of government in 
all the earth. Kings wear it on 
their crowns; nations emblazon It

The present reign of Je- 
sus Christ is the most stupendous 
fact of history.

Christianity has power to soften 
and to sway men's hearts, and to 
enable them to live honest, unsel- 
fish, brotherly lives. 


Telling the Story 


On the wheels of witness-bear-

BEEN COMPLETED 


The canvass made to the homes 


In Coralcana for the 
scholastic 


enumeration of the Coralcatia In- 
dependent school district, required 
by law and supervised by 
the 


board of education, has been com- 
pleted according to an announce- 
ment by Superintendent W. H. 
Norwood of the Corstcana public 
schools. 


The days remaining In the month 


of March will *>e used In checking 
for omissions due to the fact that 
the parents wer» not at home when 
the enumerator called or because 
the name of the child was not 
listed with others in the family 
when the data was given. 


If any child has been omitted 


from the census, his parents are 
requested to communicate 
with 


the census enumerator, W. D. Pol- 
Ian, 
phone 2047, or the office of 


the superintendent, phone 600. 


The enumeration is of vital Im- 


portance to the welfare of the 
schools for next year. For every 
child 
counted the 
local schools 


will receive a state apportionment 
of $22 with which to carry on 
the next year's work. 


The icholastic enrollment last 


year was 3510 with 306 transfers. 


It is the desire of the board of 


education to have every child of 
proper age who is a resldrtit of 
the city of Corsicana listed on 
the enumeration. 
The enumera- 


tion has no connection with the 
state compulsory attendance law, 
Superintendent Norwood said. 
Four Way* of Omission 
Each year It has been found In 


four ways some children have been 
Inadvertently omitted from 
the 


rolls, and as It has been previously 
requested 'It is hoped that omis- 
sion coming under the following 
heading will be reported to the 
superintendent's office: 


(1) Those who may have been 
out of th« city during the census 
taking. 


(2) Those moving to Corsfcana 


since March 1. 


(3) 
Children who will not be 18 
years old on or before September 
1, and because of graduation and 
other reasons are 
not now In 


school, 


(4) Children under six years 


old who are not now In school, but 
Intend to enter next year, be- 
cause they will be six years old 
on or before September 1, 


Children who do not live In the 


city, but who are attending the 
Corsicana schools now or plan to 
attend next year be enumerated 
In districts wherein they live and 
a transfer from the county super- 
intendent's office must be request- 
ed before August 1. 


Children being counted tn the 


census are those who will be six 
and under 18 years of age on Sep- 
tember 1, 1940, and who are resi- 
dents of the district on the first 
day of April. 
Children born on 


or before September 1, 1922, or 
after September 1, 1984, art not 
enumerated, Superintendent Nor- 
wood said.
